What Socialism Holds 


For, according to Christian doc- 
trine, man, endowed with a social 
nature, is placed here on earth in 
order that he may spend his life in 
society, and under an authority or- 
dained by God, that he may develop 
and evolve to the full all his faculties 
to the praise and glory of his Creator; 
and that, by fulfilling faithfully the 
duties of his station, he may attain to 
temporal and eternal happiness. 

Socialism, on the contrary, entirely 
ignorant of or unconcerned about this 
sublime end both of individtals and of 
society, affirms that living in com- 
munity was instituted merely for the 
sake of the advantages which it brings 


| 


to mankind. 


Goods are produced more efficiently 
by a suitable distribution of labor 
than by the scattered efforts of indi-| 
viduals. Hence the Socialists argue 
that economic production, of whic 
they see only the material side, must 
necessarily be carried on collectively, 
and that because of this necessity men 
must surrender and submit them- 
selves wholly to society with a view 
to the production of wealth. 

Indeed, the possession of the great- 
est possible amount of temporal goods 
is esteemed highly that man’s 
higher goods, not excepting liberty, 
must, they claim, be subordinated and 
even sacrificed to the exigencies of 
efficient production. They affirm that) 
the loss of human dignity, which re-| 
sults from these socialized methods of 
production, will be easily compensated 
for by the abundance of goods pro- 
duced in common and accruing to the 
individual who can turn them at his 
will to the comforts and culture of 
life. 

Society, therefore, as the Socialist 
conceives it, is on the one hand im-) 
possible and unthinkable without the’ 
use of compulsion of the most exces- 
sive kind; on the other it fosters a/ 
false liberty. Since in such a scheme 
no place is found for true social | 
authority, which is not based on tem-, 
poral and material advantages but de-| 
scends from God alone, the Creator!

“T read in this morning’s press with — and 
regret the action taken by the Council of Churches 
on birth control. I cannot believe any considerable 
proportion of the 23,000,000 Individuals making up 
the membership of the 27 .American Protestant 
churches will indorse the findings of that council. | 

“The question of birth control is of vital im 
ance to the future of cur country, since it affects 
directly the survival of the white race and its domin- 
ance in world progress. 

“If this social practise were to be uni ; 
indorsed and adopted it would open the door to un+s ~ 
bridled dominance of the basest passions, and 
license to the most widespread physical abuses. *% 

“To establish the habit of thwarting nature, is, 
in the long run, a dangerous practise, and invariab 
leads to moral de ation atid disaster. It wou 
strike a death blow to self control and to the domin- 
ance of the home. The arguments in favor of birth 
control are subtle and seductively given to self indul- 
gence and selfishness. 

“I trust that the voice of the leading and think- 
ing men and woman of our country will be promptly 
raised in protest.” 

At the time our country entered the World War the 
Government called a Conference of eminent physicians to 
assist in arriving at a policy to govern the morals of the 
soldiers, and the ne suggested by this deliberate body 
was * earentoanad ey declared that continence conduces to 
health, 

In the year 1918 our Government encouraged a gentle- 
man to speak throughout the country to orgarizations of men, 
such as the Rotary Clubs, on the physical benefits of con- 
tinence and on the evils of over-indulgence. His talk was 
intended principally for married men. 

There are few physicians today who, being truly honest 
with their patients, and not looking for the patronage of the 
nervous and fearful, would not testify that the use of con- 
traceptives, or the effort to prevent conception in any man- 
ner, is injurious to health. They would also testify that the 
fewer her children the more the mother needs the services 
of the physician. 

Dr. Howard Kelly, Professor Emeritus of Gynecology of 
John Hopkins University, who is not a Catholic despite his 
name says: 

“All meddling with sex relations to secure facultative 
sterility degrades the wife to the level of a prostitute. There 
is no right or decent way of controiling births but by total 
abstinence.”

He was a warm friend of the 
German King Rudolph of Hapsburg 
who wae greatiy loved and respected 
by Gregory A On the occasion of 
Kudolph Ineeting Pupe Uregory at 
Lausanne, Holy Name founder 
said to him: “Never let human glory 
cause to ftorget your Maker.’ 
Rudolph did not forget this admoni- 
tion, He was one of the champions 
of the Holy Name. Archbishop En- 
gelbert of Cologne called him “a 
good Catholic and a man of counsel 
and piety.” We are familiar with 
the beautiful story, immertalized by 
Shiller, of how this Holy Name man 
gave fis horse to @& poor prieat who 
was unable to ford a stream on his 
errand to carry the Blessed Sadcra- 
ment to a dying peasant. This priest 
was present at the coronation of 
King Rudolph at Aix-la-Chapelle and 
was loudest in praise of him. Pope 
Honeorius cherished the friendship of 
this “upright and popular monarch,” 
and his relations with him and the 
German people had been most cordial.

Novel Apostolate 
To Non-Catholics 
Related In Booklet 


NARBERTH, Pa.—The Catholic In- 


formation Society of Narberth, which ing 


for the last two years has been con- 
ducting a novel and successful mail 
campaign of information, to a list of 
nearly 500 non-Catholic neighbors, has: 
now prepared a booklet telling of its 
genesis, history and success, with the 


With the new booklet, the Society 
also is distributing samples of its first 
18 months’ work in the form of print- 
ed pamphlets prepared by its commit- 
tee, especially for this purpose. 

The “Narberth movement,” say its 
sponsors, is particularly noteworthy 
because of the character of the pam- 
phliets sent out monthly. These little 
messages have no resemblance to the 
conventional religious tracts. The 
titles are always interesting and are 
planned to be sometimes curiosity- 
compelling. The text matter is couch- 
ed in the language of the man in the 
street, and the aim is to explain each 
month one of the many things that 
the average non-Catholic does not un- 


derstand or upon which hé has been) 


misinformed. The appeal is direct- 
ed toward reason and fair-mindedness, 
with the other man’s point of view 
borne in mind, 

The titles of a few of these pam- 
phiets are: “What 324,000,000 People 
Believe,” “Is the Catholic Church the 
Church of the Ignorant?” “But Cath- 


bound?”, “Are Only’ Catholics Sav- 
ed?” 

The work of the Society has been 
remarkably well received by the Pro- 
testant citizenry of Narberth, and if 
there has been any antagonism it has 
not shown its head above the surface 
anywhere, say its sponsors.
